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when it lifts through the glak and charges the exterior 
furface, according to the Abbe’s fyftem ! 

The Abbe’s objections againft Mr Franklin ' s two kft 
experiments, I think, have little weight in them : He feems, 
indeed, much at a lofs what to fay, wherefore he taxes 
Mr Franklin with having conceal’d a material part of the 
experiment ; a thing too mean for any gentleman to be 
charged with, who has not {hewn as great a partiality in 
relating experiments, as the Abbe has done.
